TITLE “CHRISTMAS EVE.”

The Bartzen-Burg brigade won its fight yes- 
terday for the right to appoint committees 
of the county board. The arbitrators, Silas 
H. Strawn, 8S. 8S. Gregory, and John T. Rich- 
ards, former presidents of the Chicago Bar 
association, decided a majority of the board 
has power to change the rules, and conse- 
quently to take the power from President 
A. A. McCormick, who heretofore has se- 
lected the committees. 

The Bartzen-Burg combination is composed 
of eight of the fifteen members of the board— 
a bare majority. Through Commissioner 
Maloney they served the necessary notice 
that they intended to change the rules next 
week to take ‘‘all power of nomination 
and appointment, except that conferred by 
the constitution and statutes,’’ from Presi- 
dent McCormick. 

“It is an empty honor,’’ Mr. McCormick 
commented. ‘‘ The people can still be as- 
sured their money is safe. It takes ten 
votes to spénd a cent and twelve votes to 
override the president’s veto.”’ 


Findings of the Arbitrators, 
The findings of the arbitrators were as fol- « 
lows: 

1, That by a majority vote of the 
members the board can amend, rescind, 
repeal, or add to any rule of the board 
or bylaw previously adopted by them, 
notwithstanding one of said rules or by- 
laws provides that such action must be 
supported by a two-thirds vote. Thisisa 
continuing power which may be exercised 
by the majority at any time. But we fur- 
ther hol that the provision of rule 45 re- 
specting the giving of one week's notice of 
such contemplated action must be ob- 
served. 

2 That the committees SET Fe 
by President McCormick and approved by 
the board at its meeting held Dec. 1, 1913, 
are the lawful existing committees of the 
board for the ensuing year, unless re- 
moved in the manner hereinafter stated. 

3. That the resolution offered by 
Commissioner Bartzen and attempted to 
be adopted at the meeting held Dec. 15, 
1918, are void, because that resolution 
attempted to amend the rules, which cei- 
not be done without a week’s notice in 
writing of an intention so to do, required 
by rule 45. 

4. That under the rules of the 
board as they now exist the committees 
appointed Dec. 1 cannot be removed with- 
out the concurring vote of President 
McCormick. 

S&. That the tenure of the commit- 
tees is subject, however, to the digcretion

The poem is cast in the form adopted by 
the first recorded predecessor of the laureate, 
in 1340—namely: Germanic rhythm, based 
upon alliteration and a central pause, the 
most familiar illustration of which isin “The 
Vision of Piers Plowman.” -

the most insignificant of the versificators, 
Nahum Tale, won immortality by a Christ- 
mas hymn entitled “‘While Shepherds 
Watched.”

Dr. Bridges’ poem is entitled “ Christmas 
Eve,” with the subtitle of * Pax Hominibus 
Bonae Voluntatis.” The poem is as follows:

Dr. Peterson 
of the bridewell hospital after an examina- 
tion said no signe of attack could be detected. 
Bruises, however, were found on the limbs 
and several scratches were about the body. 
Mrs. Dempsey came to Chicago with her 
husband and one child, now a 6 year old boy, 
from Battle Creek, Mich. She took to drink- 
ing, it ie said, and her husband, a waiter, left 
her. He is now in Ontario, while the boy is 
being cared for at a boarding house. 
Following the husband's desertion Mrs. 
Dempsey became more and more a victim of 
intoxicants. On Sept. 20 she was sent to the 
bridewell to serve a $15 fine for drunkenness. 
She had been out of the institution only a few 
days when arrested again on thesame charge 
and again sent there. She was released on 
Deo. 12. 


Taken to Women’s Home. 

At 656 East Thirty-seventh street is a 
home for women prisoners released from 
the bridewell. There Mrs, Dempsey war 
taken. She remained until Saturday night 
or early Sunday morning, when she escaped. 
At the time she was delirious and on the 
verge of an attack of delirium tremens. 

She appeared near Root and Halsted streets 
on Sunday morning, stopping at various sa- 
loons and begging whisky. The last seen 
of her alive, according to the police, was 
at Fifty-first street and Wentworth avenue.

By unanimous vote the corporation coun- 
wel was requested to draw up a special coun- 
ell order directing that a suit be brought to 
@etermine the constitutionality of the law. 
This will be presented by Chairman Donahoe 
at the council meeting on Monday night and 
immediate passage will be asked. It will 
not be offered as a committee report, but as 
@ new matter backed by the committee. 

The action was taken on the motion of Ald. 
John Coughlin seconded by Ald. Henry D. 
Capitain. The other members were as one 
in declaring a test should be made as early 
as possible. 

Mayor Brings Action. 

The subject was brought before the com- 
mittee indirectly by Mayor Harrison’s ordi- 
mance for the creation of a department of 
public utilities through a consolidation of 
existing and proposed bureaus of inspection 
and investigation. 

Coughlin raised the question of the juris- 
diction of the department. 

“ We don’t know what its powers would be 
until we know more about the public utilities 
commission's powers,"’ he said, “and we 
ought to find out about that just as soon as 
possible.” 

He offered his motion and it was passed 
with almost no formal discussion, although 
almost every alderman present showed his 
position by some such expression as ‘‘ Sure!’’ 
or “ That's right!"’ 

Mayor Harrison’s ordinance was deferred 
one week and the mayor, the heads of the 
several inspection bureaus, their immedia'- 
superiors, and the chairmen of the commit- 
tees on local transportation and gas, oil, and 
electric light will be invited to appearat that 
time. 

Ald. Martin J. Healy’s “automatic gas 
shutofft"’ ordinance was called up while he 
Was present, but while it was being read he 
started to leave the room. There were cries 
of “ You'd better leave’ and “ You needn't 
come back,”” but the noise was stilled by 
Chairman Donahoe. 

“ Ald. Healy has asked that this be referred 
to the law department for an opinion of the 
city’s powers in the matter,” the chairman 
said. 

“If that will satisfy him, give it to him,” 
“That's as fat as it will get.” 


Mayor Gives Views. 

Mayor Harrison thought in the morning 
that the natural situation would be to put 
up the home rule proposition to the regular 
gpession of the general assembly which will 
convene in 1915. He indicated the chief po- 


*Htical issue which will be raised at the Demo- 
cratic primaries will be the attitude of the 


legislative candidates toward Chicago home 
rule. 


“The opinion of the law department is 
not yet crystallized as to the constitutional- 
ity of the act,’ the mayor said. “Assistant 
Corporation Counsels John W. Beckwith and 
James G. Skinner disagree with the general 
policy of the department. The law depart- 
ment has not announced any line of pro- 
cedure and we do not expect to disclose our 
hand at this time. You may be assured, 
however, that the constitutionality of the 
public utilities act will be tested at the 


‘proper time and in the courts. 


“The burning issue at the next regular 
session of the legislature will be home rule. 
I see no special advantage in calling a spe- 
cial session of the legislature, inasmuch as 
in 1915 we may get a new set of legislators.”

Time Ripe for Reform. 

“We are greatly favored by the circum- 
stances of our time. We come at the end 
of a day of contest, at the end of a day 
when we have been scrutinizing the proc- 
esses of our business, scrutinizing them with 
critical and sometimes with hostile eye. We 
have slowly been coming to this time, which 
happily now has arrived, when there is a 


| COMMon recognition of the things that it is 


undesirable should be done in business and 
the things that it is desirable should be done. 

“ What we are proceeding to do now Is to 
organize our peace; is to make our pros- 
perity not only stable but free to have an un- 
impeded momentum. It is go obvious that it 
ought not need to be stated that nothing can 
be good for the country which is not good for 
all of the country. 


Day of Peace and Achievement. 


“Nothing can be for the interest of the 
country which is not in the interest of every- 
body; therefore the day of accommodation 
and of concession and of common under- 
standing is the day of peace and achieve- 
ment of necessity. 

“We have come to the beginning of that 
day. Men are no longer resisting the con- 
clusions which the nation has arrived at as 
to the necessity of readjustments of its 
business. Business men of all sorts are show- 
ing their willingness to come into this ar- 
rangement, which I venture to characterize 
as the constitution of peace. So that bv 
common counsel and by the accumulating 
force of codperation we are going to seek 
more and more to serve the country. 


Once Hostile, Now Friendly. 
“I have been surprised at the sudden ac- 


ceptance of this measure by public opinion } 


everywhere. I say surprised because it seems 
as if it had suddenly become obvious to men 
who had looked at it with too critical an eye 
that it was really meant in their interest. 

“They have opened their eyes to see a 
thing which they had supposed to be hostile 
to be friendly and serviceable—exactly what 
we intended it to be and what we shall in- 
tend all our legislation to be. 

“The men who have fought for this meas- 
ure have fought nobody. They have simply 
fought for those accommodations which are 
going to secure us in prosperity and in peace, 
Nobooy can be the friend of any class ip 
America in the sense of being the enemy of 
any other class. 

“ You can only be the friend of one class 
by showing it the lines by which it can ac- 
commodate itself to the other class. The 
lines of help are always the lines of accom- 
modation. 

“It is in this spirit, therefore, that we re- 
joice together tonight, and I cannot say with 
what deep emotions of gratitude I feel that 
I have had a part in completing a work which 
I think will be of lasting benefit to the busi- 
ness of the country.” 


Democratic Leaders on Hand. 

The scene at the signing of the measure was 
not unlike that which attended the comple- 
tion of the tariff law. By 6 o’clock, the hour 
set for the ceremony, Speaker Clark, Repre- 
sentatives Underwood and James, Senato~ 
Owen, Representative Glass, and Secretaries 
McAdoo, Garrison, Daniels, Lane, and Wil- 
son, and Postmaster General Burleson were 
grouped around the president's desk, and in 
front of him crowded members of congress 
and many government officials. The group 
also finctuded Mrs. Wilson and her daugh- 
ters, and Mrs. McAdoo and Mrs. Owen. 

Four gold pens were used by the president 
in writing the bill into law. He wrote the 
words “283 December, 1913, approved,’’ witb 
one and used three pens in writing “‘ Wood- 
row Wilson,” splitting the first name into 
two syllebles. 

The last three pens he presented to Senator 
Owen, Representative Glass, and Secretary 
McAdoo, co-authors of the measure. The 
president answered the curiosity of the crowd 
as to the disposition of the fourth with the 
laughing remark: 

*“ This is the 40 per cent gold reserve.” 

Later it developed that Senator Chilton of 
West Virginia had sent up a gold pen of his 
own to be used in writing the date of the law. 


Now Up to Administration. 

ait is now for the administration to put the 
law into operation. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, Secretary of Agriculture Hous- 
ton, and Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Williams, who, it Is said, has been selected 
for the controllership of the currency, con- 
stitute the committee for the establishment 

of reserve districts and cities and regional 
banks. 

In anticipation of ae passage of the bi" 
these three men have been engaged in divid- 
ing the country into regional districts and 
also in preparing regulations under which 
banks shall be allowed to enter the system. 
The results of their labors will be embodied 
in a statement which Secretary McAdoo will 
issue in the course of the next few days. 

The appointment of Mr. Williams as con- 
troller of the currency will be strongly re- 
sented by a number of Republican senators. 
This office has been held vacant for months 
for the avowed purpose, it is charged, of 
giving it to the assistant secretary, provided 
it was made sufficiently important in the 
proposed system. 

The new law not only makes the controller 
a member of the organization committee and 


nee —— 
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ex officio a member of the federal reserve 
board but gives him the sole power of deter- 
mining whether or not a state bank or trust 
company may be admitted into the system. 
The president will give Mr. Williams a re- 
cess appointment which will enable him te 
discharge the duties of controller pendins 
confirmation of the nomination by the senate. 


Reynolds’ Bank to Join. 

It is a matter of keen satisfaction to the 
president that the great and little banks 
of the country are engaged in a friendly 
rivalry to file their applications for admis- 
sion into the new system, and it was espe- 
cially gratifying to him and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo to receive today the following message 
from George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial National bank 
of Chicago, the second largest financial insti- 
tution in the United States: 

“I shall recommend to the shareholders 
that the Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional bank of Chicago enter the system.” 


First National Bank Applies. 

Among the several hundred other telegrams 
and letters received were applications from 
the First National of Chicago; Joliet Na- 
tional bank, Joliet; Lincoln National bank, 
Lincoln; First National bank, Lawrenceville; 
the Central National bank, Peoria; State Na- 
tional of Springfield; State National of 
Bloomington; Olney Trust and Banking com- 
pany, Olney. 
That the senate would adopt the currency 
conference report was not doubted and its 
action was interesting chiefly because of the 
charge made by Senator Bristow that in 
pressing the bill Senator Owen of Oklahoma, 
chairman of the senate banking and cur- 
rency committee, was advancing his personal 
fortune. The charge was met with a denial, 
but it led to further crimination and peer 
ination. — 


Democratic Ranks Hold Solid. 
Finally, the vote was taken. The Democrats 
to a man supported the measure. Three Re- 
publicans, Jones of Washington, Norris, and 
Weeks, and one Progressive, Poindexter.

After the vote the senate passed a resdlu- 
tion to recess until noon of Jan. 12 and the 
house concurred. 


Bristow and Owen Clash. 

During the debate before the passage of the 
bill, Senator Bristow declared he- believed 
Senator Owen had excluded him from the 
conference for fear he would join some of 
the Democrats against Owen’s “‘ pet meas- 
ures,”’ 

“It was done because he knew he could 
not control my vote,’’ Mr. Bristow cried, 
“as he could not control the votes of some 
of his Democratic colleagues, in the interests 
of certain great banking interest that have 
had a hand throughout in framing this bill. 
The senator from Oklahoma has accepted 
the most offensive provisions of the Aldrich 
bill and has covered them with a mask to 
deceive the people. 

“ My allegation is that this bill has been 
drawn in the interest of the banks, that the 
senator from Oklahoma is largely interested 
in banking; that the profits derived from this 
system by the banks he is interested in will 
add directly to his personal fortune and 
that he has voted to increase from 5 per cent 
to 6 per cent, dividends paid by the new re- 
gional banks on the stocks held by member 
banks.”’ 

Bristow’s attack was based on a rule of 
Jefferson’s Manual of Parliamentary Prac- 
tice, that a senator should not vote on legis- 
lation in which he was directly interested. 


Owen Calls Charges “False.” 

‘Senator Owen, answering Senator Bristow, 
asserted his colleague had been excluded 
from the deliberations of the Democrats 
because they did not want their conference to 
‘* become a debatidg society.”’

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DELANO ELECTED 
HEAD OF MONON 


Chicago Rail Man Chosen in 
New York to Succeed 
Fairfax Harrison. 


RESIGNS WABASH PLACE. 


Withdraws as One of Receivers 
and Predicts End of Court 
Supervision. 


New York, Dec. 23.—Frederic A. Delano, 
former president and one of the receivers of 
the Wabash railroad, was today elected 
president of thé Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville Railway company, known as the 
Monon, to,.succeed Fairfax Harrison, who 
was recently elected president of the South- 
ern Railway company. 

Mr. Delano became preaident of the Wa- 
bash in 1906, after serving as consulting engi- 
neer to the war department and the Philip- 
pine commission. He was born in 1863 ia 
Hongkong, China, and is a graduate of Har- 
vard university. He was made receiver of 
the Wabash in 1911. 


Resigns as Wabash Receiver. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 23.—[{Special.]—Fred- 
eric A. Delano resigned as one of the re- 
ceivers for the Wabash railroad today. 

Mr. Delano has served as a receiver with 
T. B. Pryor and W. K. Bixby for the last two 
years under appointment of Judge Elme 
B. Adams of the United States Circuit court 
of Appeals. No successor will be appointed, 
Bixby and Pryor continuing to administer 
the receivership. 

In his letter to Judge Adams, Mr. Delano 
stated that “the program of necessary im- 
provement and betterment undertaken at 
an early stage of the Wabash receivership 
has beén substantially completed to the 
point allowed by the court as meeting just 
public necessities and requirements, and in 
view of the likelihoood that proceedings 
pending before you will be carried to an 
early termination, I have felt that my with- 
drawal from the property at this junction 
will not work detriment to these interests." 


Court Praises Delano’s Work. 

After accepting the resignation Judge 
Adams issued a statement expressing his 
personal regrets that Mr. Delano should have 
felt compelled to resign. He referred. to Mr. 
Delano as an “ honest, faithful, and efficient 
public servant,’’ and declared the court 
would greatly miss his assistance and coun- 
sel in the further administration of the rent 
affairs. 

The failure of Judge Adams to csihadeds aw 
successor to Mr. Delano is considered in local 
railroad circles as indicating the Wabash re- 
ceivership soon will be dissolved. It was re- 
called also that on Dec. 14, Thomas T. 
Fauntleroy, special ‘master appointed by 
Judge Adams, declared he expected the road 
would be sold at public auction before March 
1, 1914, to satisfy the claim of a trust com- 
pany of New York City.

Alexander Fergus Campbell, former north 
side police inspector, died yesterday in his 
residence at 5726 Kenmore avenue after a 
long illness. He resigned from the depart- 
ment in 1904 to become special agent for the 
Chicago underwr'ters. 

“ Capt."’ Campbell—he was generally called 
by that title even after his elevation to the 
inspectorship—was an active figure in police 
affairs during his eleven years’ service and 
had a high degree of popularity with his men 
and with the public. 


Educated at Monmouth College. 

He was born in West Newton, Pa., sixty- 
one years ago and was educated at Mon- 
mouth college. In 1874 he entered the rall- 
way mail service and until 1887 was chief 
clerk of this service on the Burlington lines. 
He left that to become assistant business 
manager of the old Chicago Times. 

The first Mayor Harrison bought the Times, 
and, attracted by Campbell's ability in the 
business office of the newspaper, he made 
him secretary of the police department, this 
giving him the rank of captain. Six years 
later he became an active captain and was 
put in charge of Warren avenue station by 
the present Mayor Harrison. 


Mentioned for Chief. 

Three years later he took the civil service 
examination for inspectors, passed at the top 
of the list, and was promoted. On the retire- 
ment of Chief Kipley Inspector Campbell 
was spoken of as a likely succeseor, but the 
post went to O'Neil. In 1904 he resigned to 
take the place as special agent.

Mexico City, Dec. 23.—Fiery anti-American 
speeches were made at the great banquet 
given at Chapultepec castle tonight in honor 
of the saint’s day of Gen. Victoriano Huerta. 
Seflor Querido Moheno, the foreign minister, 
was the first to makea violent anti-American 
address. He was followed by three other 
members of the cabinet—Sefiors Lozano, Re- 
bollar, and Garcia Naranjo. 

Seflor Moheno, in paying a tribute to the 
provisional president, said: 

“Gen. Huerta has been acclaimed presi- 
dent not only by the Mexican people but by 
twenty-three Latin American nations, who 
honor him as the hero of the American conti- 
nent, who was the first to have the courage 
to check the colossus of the north. 

“‘ Should Gen. Huerta die he would have as 
his shroud not only the tricolor of Mexico 
but the flags of twenty-three Latin American 
| nations, as the fate of all Latin America is 
involved in his brave defiance of the imperial- 
istic Yankees.’ 

Sefiores Lozano, Olaguibel, and Garcia 
Naranjo all expressed the same violently 
anti-American views as Sefior Moheo. 


Troop Train Blown Up. 

Unaware of the presence of northern rebels 
at a point so far south, a train carrying a de- 
tachment of government troops ran over a 
rebel dynamite mine near Charcas today and 
was practically destroyed. A majority of 
the federals who escaped death in the explo- 
sion were killed afterwards by the rebels.

The magistrate paid a tribute to the gen- 
eral truthfulness of the militant suffragists, 
remarking, ‘‘ If Miss Emerson had intention- 
ally hit the policeman she would have said 
so.”’

Regarding the disciplining of players, the 
new president said that he was opposed to the 
general practice employed in meeting out 
punishment to players for offenses committed 
on the field.

GERMAN RAILWAYS IN CHINA: 
COST WILL REACH $20,000,000. 


BERLIN. Dec. 23.—The Chinese foreign 
minister and the German minister to China 
signed at Peking today an agreement for the 
ecnstruction in China of two railweys, to be 
undertaken by German engineers who are

‘The cost of the two undertakings is figured 
at $20,000,000, but the Disconto Gesellschaft 
estimates the financial requirements at a 
much higher figure.

The railways are to form part of the state 
reilway system under the control of the:min- 
tetry of commerce, but a German chief engi- 
neer ts to remain in charge as- manager until 
the loans have been repaid. 

The railroads will have little strategic in- 
fluence, but will open up great districts now 
@ependent upon caravans and river traffic.

A FORERUNNER OF 


BETTER TIMES 


With the passage by Congress 


of the Currency Bill we feel 
assured that the one obstacle stand- 
ing between this country and. a 
period of prosperous business has 
been removed. 


Expansion will no longer be held 
in the iron bands of a restrictive 
monetary system, as out of date as 
the feudal laws of the Middle Ages. 


Our currency will have an elas- 
ticity heretofore unknown in the 
United States, and in most desira- 
ble conformity with the practices of 
sister nations, who long ago pointed 
the way to financial progress. 


It will take time, of course, to 
install and start the machinery of 
the new law. 


It is not a magic wand. The 
good of it will not be apparent to- 
morrow, or next week, but in due

We had been firmly persuaded that we

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EXTEND THE POSTAL BANKS. 

So—sucessful has proved the postal 
savings bank idea that Postmaster General 
Burleson has asked congress to authorize 
the acceptance of deposits without limita- 
tion, except that no interest shall be allowed 
on amounts over $1,000. 

In cities where banks are plentiful we do 
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itself into our crime colamné through police 
channels. There are ideals, and dreams, and | 
aspirations among our tenement population 
that the world outside of “ poverty pale” 
knows nothing of.

PRIVATE BANK FAILURES. : 

A private banker in a downstate town 
protests against what he terms Tur TRIB- 
UNE’s unfairness toward stich unregulated 
institutions, complaining that the emphasis 
this paper puts upon private bank failures 
reveals an unbecoming and unjustified preju- 
dice. 

“ Whenever a private bank goes wrong,” 
he writes, “‘no matter how much the assets 
may exceed liabilities, you publish the fail- 
ure in bold, blaék letters, while if an incor 
porated bank fails you scarcely mention the 
fact. It may be all right to expose these 
things, but why, in the name of common 
sense, don’t you treat both branches of banks 
alike?’ : 

These are but two sentences from a letter 
which, we will concede, bears the imprint 
of sincerity. Many private bankers are con- 
vinced that the effort to bring them under 
regulation is wholly impertinent and with- 
out warrant. They do not insist upon the 
retention of their privilege of exemption in 
order to pursue wrong courses. They be- 
lieve the private bank, with its independence, 
gives an important service to the community. 

Tue TRIBUNE denies that it makes any 
distinction between incorporated and private 
bank failures other than this: When a pri 
yate bank fails, emphasis i€ placed upon the 
fact that it was wholly unregulated and un- 
inspected., The justified reason for this 
ought to be obvious. The failure of a regu- 
lated bank is something which has happened 
in spite of the precautions whith law en- 
deavor’ to make preventive. The failure 
of a private bank might have come whether 
there were inspection and regulation or not, 
but that does not change the fact. What 
could have been done by law was not done. 

To argue that regulated banks fail does 
not meet this objection to unregulated banks. 
It might as well be urged that because there 
are deaths from typhoid féver, for instance, 


water, milk, and other supplies, there there- 
fore should be ho attempts made.

service is. The postmaster general reports 
that its total deposits are $33,000,000 and 
the total number of depositors over 330,000.

This means that 
the postal bank is, in the main, making avail- 

‘ble capital that otherwise would be 
boarded. 

The proposal to remove the present limit 
of $500 on deposits and to pay interest up to 
$1,000, if adopted, as it should be, doubtless 
will bring out a still Jargér fund and make 
the postal bank a still more useful institu- 
tion for the ‘people. 


TERMINALS AND THE COMMISSION.

@rnor’s utilities commission will prevent any 
important action by that body until the reg- 
ular session, unless the governor calls the 
assembly in special session. There seems 
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Nor does the fact that many private banks 
ate protected by the high character and good 
business judgment of theit owners serve as 
an objection to regulation. So long as the 
government insists upon inspecting and regu- 
lating some banks, Tum TkiBuNE demands 
that it shall inspect and reghlate ALL banks. 
Otherwise the word “ bank ” is given & place 
it does not deserve in the opinion of people. 

The private bankérs in [llinois have been 
able to prevent the enactment of reasonable 
laws which would not interfére with their 
legitimate interests and Which would pre- 
vent the mistise of priviléges which ought to 
be guarded.

I was recently examined for life 
mnsurance and was refused, I have since 
learned on the following account: ‘High 
blood pressure and slight murmuring of the 
heart.’ Can you suggest what exercise and

If your blood pressure and heart condition was 
bad enough to cause your rejection by the life 
insurance company you had better have your phy- 
éician supérintend your efforta, The general prin- 
ciple of @uch éfforté should bé as follows: 

A~When & héart valvé leaks the heart musclé 
id édlled upon to do extra work. If the heart 
imiiaéle is in godd tone ft does the @xtra work, 
and theré are ho symptoms from thé Igaky valve. 
I? the muscle tone is lost we say compernsa- 
tion is broken, and we expect symptoms to en- 
gue. The plan of treatment then is to build up 
muscle tone. This is done by carefully graduated 
general muscle exercise. To be right the exer- 
cise must almost reach the point of making the 
heart beat fast and hard, but must not quite 
do so. You must work almost to the point eof 
tire, but not quite. You must persist. 

B—When the blood pressure gets high the elas- 
tie tissue of the blood vessel walls has been worn 
out and been replaced by inelastic tissue, It is 
therefore late to begin. The best you can do 
is to eat fruit enough to keep your bowels regular 
and to live abstemiously. No tobacco, no alco- 
hol, no heavy meals; tn fact, light meals con- 
sisting largely of cheese, Milk, buttermilk, bread, 
and fruit are advised.

UNGARY’S masterful prime minister, 
Count Stéphen Tisza, and ofie of his 
most notable predecessors in office, 
Count Khuen-Hedervary, have putan 
end to the Lukacs bribery scandal in 
& manner calculated to close the mouths of 
all those who have endeavored to make po- 
litical capital against the government in the 
matter. They have repaid out of their own 
pockets to the Royal Hungarian Traffic bank 
the sum of $300,000, which the bank in ques- 
tion had advanced to the former Lukacs ad- 
ministration in consideration of receiving a 
concession for the establishment of a gam- 
bling casino on the Margaret island, which 
lies in the Danube at Budapest, opposite the 
royal palace; and which ts state property. — 
The cabinét of Premier Lukacs needed the 
money for electoral campaign expenses, hav- 
ing exhausted all the party and government 
funds available for the purpose. It was the 
discovery of this transaction that brought 
about the downfall of the Lukacs administra- 
tion and the return to the premiership of 
Count Stephen Tisza. 


~o> 

One of the first things that Count Tisza did 
was to cancel this gambling concession of 
his predecessor in office, as not only immoral, 
but also as ultra vires. Thereupon the Royal 
Hungarian Traffic bank sued the Hungarian 
government for the return of the $800,000 
which it had advanced. 

It is doubtful whether the bank could have 
recovered the money, as the former premier 
had no right to eell any such concession. 
No matter which way the suit had gone, it 
would havé been of a protracted character, 
and, as long as it lasted, it would have betn 
used by the foes of the present and past ad- 
ministration for political purposes, besides 
damaging the prestige of the national govern- 
ment of Hungary, both at home and abroad. 

Premier Tisza 4id not feel that it would be 
lawful for him to stop the suit by paying the 
$300,000 out of the funds of the national 
treasury, so he put his hand into his own 
pocket and paié two-thirds of the amount out 
of his own purse, the remaining third being 
paid by his friend, Count Khuen-Hedervary, 
‘who held the office of premier of Hungary 
some years ago.

There are few statesmen in Europe holding 
office who would have been willing to make 
so patriotic a sacrifice of their own means 
for the sake of the good name of the national

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As the lands had now passed from the 
hands of the Duke of Modena into those of 
the imperial house of Hapsburg, the judges 
were naturally disinclined to take any steps 
in the matter.

This ended by becoming such a perfect 
nightmare to the judges that after a couple 
of years they appealed in despair to Empress 
Maria Theresa, threatening to resign in a 
body unless they were freed from this species 
of persecution. 

The empress, seeing that the Tiszas had 
right on their side and that public sentiment 
was all in their favor in regarding the con- 
fiscation of their estates by the (Duke of Mo-

DEPOSIT TO SECURE INCOME. 

Chicago, Dec. 8.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—I have built a seven room brick 
house on. North Forty-fourth avenue, near 
Wilson avenue, and had the building com- 
pletely wired for electric light, and now 
that it is almost réady for occupancy I find 
that I cannot get electric light service to 
the house unless I put up a deposit of $200, 
as I am the only user in that block. 

Friends of mine have informed me that it 
is not absolutely necessary to put up a de- 
posit, but that by going after the right par- 
ties I would get it ptitin free. I have al- 
ready written to the alderman, but I get no 
reply. 

I have also been informed that the Edison 
company is obliged to put it in free, on ac- 
count of the franchise. Can you show me 
some way to get around it without being 
obliged to pay out so much? 

F’. LARTzZ. 

This matter hag been referred to the Common- 
wealth Edi#on company, who report that it would 
cost them $200 to extend their lines to the prem- 
ises above referred to, but that he was asked to 
deposit only $150. The rule of the company in 
cases of this sort is that they will always make ex- 
tensions to the amount of $50 without requiring 
@ deposit. Where @ single customer omly can be 
served any excess must be deposited by the cus 
tomer unless the gross revenue resulting will 
é€qual the line extension cost within two years, 

This deposit ig placed to the oredit of the cus- 
tomer on the company’s books and every alternate 
monthly bill rendered him for current is charged 
againet thia credit until the entire amount has in 
this way been returned to him, If, previous to the 
return of all hie money, other customers are served 
from the same extension, the original customer 
is returned all or a part of his money, whichever 
may be fair under the circumstances. A/iso, it is 
the policy of the city water department to re- 
quire a deposit to guarantée certain income before 
water mains are extended. 

There are no provisions in the Commonwealth 
Edison company franchises requiring them to fur- 
nish line extensions free. Wherever no specific 
provisions are made by law public utilities have 

the right to make any reasonable rules and regula- 
tiong covering the service, and in this case it is 
not within the jurisdiction of the department. of 
electricity to pass upon the reasonableness of the 
rule in question. After Jan. 1, 1914, the public 
utilities commission will have jurisdiction regard- 
ing the extension of service by public utility 
compan | es.

Peanut Professor Wants 
Nobel Prize Given Him. 


URORA, IHUl., Dee. 23.—[Special.]—Dr. 

Thomas J. Allen, president of Aurora col- 

lege, now of Eureka Springs, Ark., who 

gained wide note five years ago When he 

subsisted for sixty days on an exclusive 
diet of peanuts, has filed his application with 
the president of the State University of Arkan- 
sas for the Nobel prize to be given in 1914 for 
the most important discovery in physiclogy or 
medicine made during the year 1913. 

The discovery in question, Dr. Allen says, is 
“That variation in feeding is the fundamental 
cause of premature senility, the predisposing 
cause of all disease, the essential physical factor 
in cancer, and the essential cause of high in- 
fant mortality.” 

The doctor admits there still is time for an 
important discovery to be made before 1914, but 
thinks there can be nothing more important to 
humanity than his. 

The doctor does not maintain that he has a 
cure for cancer. That would be folly, he says. 
But he declares he has discovered a principle 
which has a vital bearing upon the prevention 
of disease in general and he claims to have fully 
demonstrated it.

Michels Saya Roads Hold 
Streets Worth $1 000,000 


LLEGAL occupation of $1,000,000' worth of 
south side streets and alleys was charged 
against the railroads yesterday by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Michels. 

Mr. Michels told the eity council commit- 
tee on local industries a preliminary report of 
the survey of raflroad rights of way requested 
by the committeé @ year ago would be madé on 
Saturday morning. He said it would show the 
Burlington, the Chicago and Western Indiana, 
the Santa Fé, and the Northwestern roads oecu- 
pying public thoroughfares to which they- have 
no legal claim, 


e- 

Mr. Michels admitted the city’s failure to pro- 
tect its rights in these streets and alleys might 
foreclose it from ousting the roads. but he esti- 
mated “ hundreds of thousands of dollars” eould 
be exacted from them as compensation to the 
public and that in many instances streets and 
alleys could be reopened. 

The survey thus far made, under an appro- 
priation of $22,000 obtained for the committée 
last year, has been confined almost entirely to 
the south side district between Polk and Sixty- 
third streets. It is proposed to ask at least as 
large a fund for continuing the work during 
1914, and it was estimated the entire survey 
would not be completed for two years.

Attorney Michels took the opportunity to criti- 
cise the statement of Frank J. Loesch, counsel 
for the Pennsylvania system, that this corpora- 
tion had full legal authority for the occupancy 
of all streets and alleys it now holds in the west 
side terminal zone. He said the survey had 
shown a number of these thoroughfares belong 
entirely to the public. 

At the committee meeting on Saturday, it was 
announced, the proposed ordinance for the con- 
templated $10,000,000 freight yard at Clearing 
will be presented. This is the largest proposi- 
tion of the kind ever before the council, and it 
is expected several sessions will be held for its 
consideration.
